As Dr. W. W. Pinson, our General Secretary, well says in his mes- 
sage to our Conference: “In the Providence of God our Missionary 

Centenary comes in the midst of this crucial hour in the world’s 
history. It calls on American Methodism to take stock of the past 
and face its task for the new century. The General Conference has 
by unanimous vote, authorized and provided for a worthy celebration 
of this great event, and set for the Church the most gigantic task yet 
conceived. The aims set before us are no less than those of deepening 
the spiritual life, the enlistment of a million of intercessors, the

Dear Brethren — We, your Committee on Orphans’ Home, beg leave 
to submit the following report: 

We are happy to report a very prosperous and satisfactory year 
at the Orphanage, despite the fact of the war prices, and other con- 
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ditions to be met, as shown by the report of the Board of Trustees, 
which we have examined and herewith submit as a part of the report. 

We endorse the said report, and recommend the same to your 
favorable consideration, and urge the support of every member of the 
Conference in behalf of the Home. 

We heartily commend the manager. Rev. B. F. Lewis, and his co- 
laborers, for their efficient and loving service, in this great work of 
caring for our orphans. 

We make special mention of the Field Secretary, Mrs. Riley, who 
has charge of placing the children in good Christian homes. She has 
placed fifty-seven such children, during the year. A fine work. 

We urge every pastor, and Sunday School Superintendent, with 
all the zeal and enthusiasm of our being, to take a monthly collection 
in every congregation for the Orphanage and send same to the Home 
promptly, and not wait until the close of the year. 

We submit the name of Mrs. Harry Austin, who is nominated by 
the Women’s Missionary Society, for election as a member of the 
Board of Directors. 

There are two vacancies on the Board of Trustees, one clerical 
and one lay member. We recommend the election of W. E. Lampton. 
and the re-election of Rev. M. L. Burton.

Report of the Board of Directors. 

To the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

We, your Board of Trustees of the Mississippi Orphans’ Home, 
beg to submit to you this our annual report. 

We wish in the beginning to express our gratitude to Almighty 
God for that kind providence which has been over our institution 
during the year. During the months of January, February and March 
our Home was in the throes of measles, pneumonia and whooping 
cough, and during October the infiuenza swept our ranks; but during 
all this there were only a very few serious cases of illness and only 
one death treaceable directly to this disease. One little girl died of 
pneumonia and the death of two others was hastened by the epidemics. 
We feel that we have great cause for gratitude. 

On November 1st, 1917, there were 185 children in the Home. 
During the year closing November 1st, 1918, our books showed 50 
children admitted and 12 returned to the Home. Fifty-seven children 
have been placed in good homes, been taken out by parents or gone 
out for themselves, and 3 have died, leaving in the Home November 
1st, 1918, 187 children. At this writing there are pending several 
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applications for admission into the Home and several requests for 
children for adoption which are being investigated. 

At our meeting in the spring a committee was appointed who, with 
the Manager, were authorized to make extensive repairs on our build- 
ings, These repairs have been completed as far as the money would 
permit and we have buildings thoroughly screened, with our heating 
plants thoroughly overhauled, and our children are now in com- 
fortable dormitories. We hope during the coming year, if our 
finances will permit, to complete the work of repairs and by the 
next session of the Annual Conference to report the plant in thorough 
condition. 

On the farm we are making changes which we believe will be for 
our good and also for the good of our boys. Not only are our build- 
ings and outhouses being repaired but we are introducing registered 
stock, preparing ourselves to properly care for this stock and as soon 
as possible, with our limited resources and opportunities, teach our 
boys in a scientific way to farm. 

We hope next year to realize more largely from our farm those 
things needed to run the institution than heretofore. 

We are sorry to have to report that the regular series of religious 
services usually held at the opening of our school could not be held 
this year. The repair work was still in progress and the noise and 
confusion incidental thereto would have made this exceedingly dif- 
ficult. By the time the workmen had left the prevailing influenza 
broke out and for six weeks our time was devoted to nursing our sick. 
It is our purpose, however, to have these religious services held as 
soon after the session of our Conference as is practicable. Our Sunday 
School and other religious services have been in progress and we are 
anticipating some few changes which we believe will make them more 
profitable to our children. We are planning to arrange for the boys 
on the farm to worship with us during the ensuing year. Our school 
is in fine condition. We have five teachers regularly employed and 
every inmate of the Home old enough is in school. The course of 
study has been rearranged and we are correlating with the High 
Schools of the city of Jackson so that our pupils completing the Gram- 
mar School with us can enter the High School without conditions. 
One of our girls graduated last spring and is now taking the regular 
B.A. course at Whitworth College, being maintained by Brother James 
Hand, a staunch friend of the Home. Next spring two of our girls 
will graduate from the High School and it is our earnest desire to put 
them in college also if some friend will come to our assistance. 

Our financial budget has been greater this year than possibly 
ever before in the history of the institution owing to war prices, but 
we are glad to say that all our bills have been promptly met and 
without embarrassments and we are not in debt nor have we been dur- 
ing the year.

It is gratifying to note that in spite of the difficulties which our 
Publishing House has had to meet owing to the effects of the war, 
that we report an enlarged volume of business done. The increase 
for the year 1918 over 1917 was $15,394.29. 

Notwithstanding the department losses of $1,826.00 on the Meth- 
odist Review, $9,005.64 on the Christian Advocate and $606.40 on the 
Epworth Era there is a net gain of $116,988.32. 

We are pleased to report that our Church Publications still sus- 
tain their high standard of excellency both in subject matter and 
mechanical production. In order to sustain this standard it is im- 
peratively necessary that our preachers and people rally to the support 
of the enterprise by buying our books and periodicals. 

We regret the retirement of Rev. R. A. Meek, who for years so 
ably edited the New Orleans Christian Advocate; and at the same 
time we heartily endorse the appointment of Rev. Henry T. Carley as 
his successor, and sincerely commend him in giving us a paper in 
every respect worthy of a place in every Methodist home. 

We recommend that the Conference during the last two weeks of 
January and the first two weeks of February put on a campaign for 
1,500 new subscribers, and that they be distributed as follows:

Dear Brethren — The American Bible Society work commends itself 
to the Church as one of the indispensable conditions of the success 
of missionary enterprise in all parts of the world; and the Church 
cannot fail to give its heartiest endorsement and support. Over one 
hundred and twenty million copies of the Scriptures have been pub- 
lished in many languages and distributed broadcast throughout the 
world, in a little more than the one hundred years of its life. In two 
years’ time, more than one million copies of the New Testament in 
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forty languages were distributed to our soldiers and sailors, and in 
other departments of army life of the United States and the Allies. 
During the last year of the great war, every soldier and sailor and 
industrial worker in the various departments of the army had the 
opportunity to own a copy of the New Testament. The board of 
general managers of the American Bible Society are asking for con- 
tinued and increased support that this great work may not have to 
retrench.

The statistics indicate progress the past year in the work of the 
General Board. 

There has been a substantial increase in the number of Sunday 
Schools, but there are still 2,565 Church organizations without Sunday 
Schools. During the year 64,873 Sunday School pupils were received 
into Church membership. 

Children’s Day offerings and Missionary contributions are in excess 
of last year. 

The work in all departments is well organized, and is being di- 
rected by splendid leadership. 

Gratifying results have attended the work in our Conference. 

The report of Bro. Chambers, Field Secretary, reveals a marvel 
of accomplishment. 

Perhaps our greatest need is for trained teachers. We would, 
therefore, urge our pastors and Superintendents to provide the Teach- 
ers’ Training Course in all our Schools. 

We recommend the employment of an elementary Field worker 
the coming year. 

We also recommend the employment of our present Field Secre- 
tary for another year.

Report of the Epworth League Board. 

The Report of the Epworth League Board was read and 
adopted as follows: 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

Brethren — We are glad to report the continued growth of the 
Epworth League, both in numbers and efficiency, and urge our pastor? 
who haven’t Leagues to organize them as early as possible during 
the coming year. 

The League has approved the part allotted for the Centenary of 
Missions, and has entered upon the campaign for raising it. We con- 
gratulate and endorse the work being done by the Mississippi Con- 
ference Epworth League; especially do we rejoice that fifty-five 
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young people offered themselves, at, the last session of the Conference 
for service anywhere the Lord may want them. We urge our pastors 
to attend the next session at Laurel, June 17-20, 1919, and have their 
young people attend. We desire to call your attention to Anniversary 
Day, second Sunday in May, and ask that it he properly observed; 
also call to your attention that there is now no charge for a charter for 
your League. The Church’s need for more efficient Leagues was 
never more urgent than now; with the return of our soldier boys it 
makes it imperative that the Church through the League look after 
the social, physical and spiritual life of them and the other young 
people of the Church, in order that they may be saved to Jesus 
Christ and a life of usefulness in the Church. Our Conference League 
has agreed to raise one thousand dollars for the African Special. 

We urge the pastors to commit themselves to the organization of 
Leagues, both Senior and Junior, on their charge, that both the young 
people and the children be brought into and trained for service in the 
Kingdom of Jesus Christ.

Adjourned — It was announced that Rev. J. S. Purcell 
would preach this evening at 7 :30 o ’clock, the Hymn ‘ ‘ Oh, 
How I Love Jesus” was sung, and the Conference ‘adjourned 
with the benediction pronounced by J. L. Decell. 
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FIFTH DAY. 

McComb, Mississippi, December 8, 1918. 

Memorial Session — The Conference met in Memorial Ses- 
sion at 3 o’clock p. m., J. L. Sells, presiding. 

Hymn Number 50, “Abide With Me”, was sung, and W. 
W. Moore led the Conference in prayer. 

E. H. Mounger read the Scripture lesson from the Twenty- 
second Chapter of Revelation. 

Question Twenty-one — “What preachers have died during 
the year?” was called. The Committee on Memoirs reported 
that John Henry Evans had died, and that the name of Prof. 
R. S. Ricketts, for many years an honored and much loved 
professor in Millsaps College, had been referred to the Com- 
mittee by special resolution of the Conference. 

The Memoir of Brother Evans was read by W. M. Wil- 
liams. 

The Lewis brothers quartette sang “The Beautiful Land.” 

A. F. Watkins read the Memoir of Prof. Ricketts. 

Pending the adoption of the report affectionate tribute to 
the memory of the departed brethren was paid by C. W. Cris- 
ler, E. H. Mounger, W. H. Huntley, W. B. Jones, R. H. Barr, 
J. L. Purcell, G. H. Thompson, A. F. Watkins, L. L. Roberts, 
Meredith Woods, M. L. White and W. H. LaPrade. 

The Report was adopted by a rising vote. 

On motion the Conference adjourned with the singing of 
the Doxology and the benediction pronounced by A. S. Oliver. 
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REV. J. H. EVANS. 

In the death of the Rev. John Henry Evans, the Mississippi 
Conference has lost one of the most beloved members of its 
Roll of Honor, as Methodists delight to call their list of worn- 
out preachers. Born April 25th, 1823, he lacked only a few 
weeks of completing the ninety-fifth year of his life. Four years 
a brave and devoted Confederate Soldier, and nearly fifty years 
a faithful and self-denying minister, he had fairly won the rest 
that came to him in 1894 with his retirement from the active 
ministry. Thenceforth he waited the lengthening shadows of 
that closing day with the same quiet courage with which he 
had borne the labors of his active life. It was in the growing 
darkness of the night that was to give place to the morning of 
the Nativity, that the wearied soldier of Jesus Christ laid aside 
the “two edged blade of heavenly temper keen”, to pass into 
the presence of his Lord to be forever with Him Whom_ he had 
loved and served so long. 

He was born in old Winchester, in Wayne County, Miss., the 
son of Isaac Thomas and Martha Goodwin Evans. When a child 
he moved with his parents to Jones County, Miss., where he 
seems to have spent the years of his youth. Two indications 
exist of the devoutness of his parents, and of the wholesome 
religious atmosphere of the home of his childhood: first, that 
he was converted and joined the Church when a child; and 
secondly, that in the last hours of life the old saint repeated, 
over and over, the childhood prayer, learned only at the knee 
of a Godly mother: 

“Now I lay me down to sleep; 

I pray Thee, Lord, my soul to keep; 

If I should die before I wake, 

I pray Thee, Lord, my soul to take”. 

October 13th, 1851, he was married to Miss Elizabeth Echols, 
who died June 30th, 1858, leaving three children: Mrs. S. T. 

Thorn of Meridian, Mrs. Bettie Finch of Montrose, and J. M. 
Evans of Pelahatchie. 

At the beginning of the Civil War he entered the Confed- 
erate Army, serving with a courage characteristic of the man, 
and worthy of the highest traditions of that heroic struggle. 
He was wounded several times, suffering on one occasion the 
loss of an eye, and finally receiving, by the bursting of a shell, 
such injuries to his head as to necessitate his discharge from 
the service. From these wounds he did not recover to the day 
of his death. While upon his bed, suffering from his wounds, 
he joined the Methodist Protestant Church, and in 1865 was 
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licensed to preach. The union of the Methodist Protestant 
Church in Mississippi, with the Mississippi Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, was consummated in 1871, 
and of this union Bro. Evans was one of the most active and 
influential promoters, and at the session of the Conference held 
in Meridian in December of that year, he was received into the 
ministry and membership of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South. Twenty-three years were spent in the pastoral work ot 
this Conference, confined almost wholly to the south-central sec- 
tion of the State. Nine years were given to Raleigh, three each 
to the Williamsburg and Cato Circuits, two each to Walnut 
Grove, Trenton and Rankin, and one each to Franklinton and 
Leaf River Circuits. 

February 10th, 1869, he was married to Miss Rachel J. 
Franklin. To them were born three daughters: Mrs. S. L. 

Thompson, Carlos, Texas; Mrs. Hattie McDonald, Rankin, 
Texas, and Miss Beulah Evans, Collins, Miss. Bro. Evans and 
his wife have been richly blessed in the skillful and unselfish 
attentions of Miss Beulah. In the years of his age and feeble- 
ness, when at times the mother was almost as helpless as the 
father, this devoted daughter gave herself with unremitting de- 
votion that cannot be surpassed, to the kindly ministry that in 
the providence of God was committed to her. Surely the bless- 
ings promised to those who honor their father and their mother 
must rest in unmeasured benediction upon this dutiful and af- 
fectionate daughter. 

After his retirement from the active ministry, Bro. Evans 
settled upon a little farm at Williamsburg, Miss., where he con- 
tinued to live until 1907. He then bought a little home in Col- 
lins, where he resided during the remaining years of his life. 

The funeral services were held in the Methodist Church in 
Collins, Christmas Day, 1917, and were conducted by his pastor. 
Rev. W. M. Williams, assisted by Rev. George H. Thompson, the 
Presiding Elder of the Meridian District, and Rev. W. B. Jones, 
the Presiding Elder of the Hattiesburg District. The interment 
took place in the Collins Cemetery, with Masonic honors. 

In person Brother Evans was tall, large of frame, and broad 

shouldered. He must have been a powerful man in the vigor 
of his young manhood. He had an intent and aggressive look 
and a directness of movement that bore witness to the strength 
and independence of his character. He was afraid of nothing, 
and yet modest with all. Positive in his convictions and out- 
spoken in his denunciations of sin, he was kindly and sym- 
pathetic in his spirit. He accepted without abatement the tenets 
of Wesleyan Arminianism, delighted to proclaim them as the 
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truth of God, and rejoiced in his personal experience of justi- 
fication by faith, and the witness of the Spirit. In the later 
years of his life he was deprived of the privileges of public 
worship; but when possible he was in his place in the con- 
gregation, rejoicing in the communion of the saints. 

The closing days were days of great joy. Words of prayer 
and praise trembled upon his lips; his wearied hands were 
uplifted in adoration; and the voice that had so often shouted 
to the battle in feeble accents gave utterance to the songs of 
Zion. 

PROFESSOR R. S. RICKETTS. 

Professor R. S. Ricketts died at his home in Jackson, Mon- 
day afternoon, February 25th, 1918, at 3:40 o’clock. 

Perhaps it would not be extravagant to say that he was the 
best loved man in Mississippi. By this we do not mean that he 
was the most distinguished, or most widely known citizen of our 
State; nor, upon the other hand, do we mean simply to express 
the conviction that among those who knew him he was more 
universally admired and beloved than any other man in Mis- 
sissippi. We wish to combine these statements and say that, in 
view of the wide circle of his acquaintances, and the universal 
love of those who knew him, no man in Mississippi was more 
greatly loved. For twenty-eight years he had taught young 
ladies in Methodist Colleges in Mississippi, and for twenty-four 
years he had taught young men in Millsaps College. When we 
consider the thousands of young women and young men who 
have come within the range of his influence, and of the universal 
impression made upon them of the singular beauty and sweet- 
ness of his character, it is not too much, we think, to say that 
he was the best beloved man in our State. 

Robert Scott Ricketts was one of a long list of preachers’ 
sons, who, by their devoted and self-sacrificing service to their 
fellowman, and the unquestioned integrity of their Christian 
lives, have reflected credit upon the calling of their minister 
fathers. He was born March 5th, 1843, at Vicksburg, Miss., 
where his father, the Rev. R. B. Ricketts, an honored member of 
the Mississippi Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
was living. His boyhood and youth were spent in West Fe- 
liciana and Baton Rouge Parishes, of the State of Louisiana. 
In Baton Rouge he attended the celebrated Collegiate Institute, 
conducted by Dr. W. H. N. McGruder, recognized by the older 
Methodist people as one of the greatest educators of the South- 
west. He was a student at old Centenary, Jackson, La., when 
the Civil War broke out, and, though but a youth, he promptly 
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volunteered and served his State and the Southern Confederacy, 
first in a Louisiana Cavalry Regiment, and afterwards in a Signal 
Service Corps. He was twice captured by Federal soldiers and 
imprisoned in Baton Rouge and New Orleans. After serving as 
a brave and faithful soldier, he was honorably discharged, and 
began teaching, the work to which he devoted his long and 
useful life. He taught first in association with his old preceptor 
at the Collegiate Institute in Baton Rouge, and later with Dr. 
Wright, the President of the Port Gibson Female College. In 
1875 he came to Brookhaven, Miss., as a member of the faculty 
of Whitworth Female College, at that time under the distin- 
guished presidency of Dr. Harvey F. Johnson. After the death 
of Dr. Johnson in 1886, he continued his connection with Whit- 
worth College under the presidency of the late Lewis T. Fitz- 
hugh, where he was associated with Doctor (now Bishop) W. 
B. Murrah, for many years the distinguished President of Mill- 
saps College. Appreciation of the charm of his personal char- 
acter, and admiration for his talents as a teacher, caused Bishop 
Galloway and Dr. Murrah to recommend him for the position of 
Head Master of the Preparatory Department of Millsaps College. 
He was elected to this position, and assumed charge of this 
department in 1894. Here he continued to serve God and his 
fellowmen with distinguished devotion and success until two 
months before he died, when he was compelled by failing health 
to give up his work. On the 17th day of March, 1877, he was 
happily married to Miss Bertha Burnley, of Brookhaven, and to 
them were born five children, four sons and a daughter, all of 
whom, with their mother, survive the father, except one son, 
Charles Cosby, who died in his childhood. Of these sons, Robert 
is a prominent lawyer, Edwin a mechanical engineer of dis- 
tinction, living in New York City, John an officer in the United 
States Artillery, and Miss Bertha the wife of Dr. Charles B. 
Sumner, living in Ithaca, New York. The secret of the pecu- 
liarly gentle and beautiful life of Dr. Ricketts is not hard to 
find. It was not that he was naturally of gentle and gracious 
spirit; he was thus blessed, but only a heart dominated by the 
Spirit of the Lord Jesus could have been as nearly faultless as 
his. It cannot be doubted that the gracious infiuence of a par- 
sonage home had much to do with the beauty of his life. He 
used to say that he did not know when he was converted, and 
with a suggestion of wistfulness to add, “Sometimes I wish I 
did know the time and place”, but he always reassured his own 
heart by saying, “I know that I HAVE been converted, and that 
I love God and my fellowmen, and that God for Christ’s sake 
has forgiven my sins.” If the Church were more thoughtful 
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in the religious tuition of its children, such religious experi- 
ences would be more typical, and there would be fewer of those 
great epochal translations from darkness to light; men would 
be born, as please God men will be born, more and more as 
children into the Kingdom of Heaven, and they would cross 
the line from darkness to light with the footsteps of a child, 
and not know those crucial experiences that have marked the 
life of wayward men. The path that marks his religious life 
began as a little child, and ended at the foot of the throne, and 
he was all the more beautiful in his Christian life because of 
this. It has been a common saying with Millsaps boys these 
twenty-five years that “Prof. Ricketts was the best man I ever 
saw'’, and at a memorial service held in the college chapel the 
morning after his death, one of the students said, “I would rather 
lose every other infiuence that has ever touched me since I be- 
came a student of Millsaps College than to lose the gracious 
infiuence exerted upon my life by Prof. Ricketts since I came to 
Millsaps five years ago”. One said of him, “I have known him 
more than forty years, and in all those years I have never 
heard him speak unkindly of a human being.” He seemed to be 
everybody’s friend, and people indulged towards him, appar- 
ently, the spirit of proprietorship; for instance, a lady said, 
“He was our particular friend”, and when one said “O, yes, he 
was everybody’s friend”, she said, “Yes, but we have always felt, 
my husband and I, that we had a sort of proprietary claim in 
him”. And a strong man said, “I have sustained a great loss, 
for, whenever I was in doubt, or in trouble, I came to him for 
counsel and my doubts were resolved, and my trouble lifted”, 
and the one to whom the statement was made said, “O, yes, he 
was everybody’s counsellor and advisor”. A friend in speaking 
of him said, “He was marked by the brightness of Sydney Smith, 
and the gracious spirit of Charles Lamb”. At its Commence- 
ment in May, 1917, during the celebration of the Twenty-fifth 
Anniversary of Major Millsaps, the Board of Trustees honored 
itself by conferring upon him the honorary degree of Doctor of 
Letters, an honor all the more conspicuous, since it is the only 
time this institution has ever conferred an honorary degree. 
Dr. Ricketts was a man marked by a great love of learning, and 
a very fine literary taste. In his earlier years he was a fre- 
quent contributor to the columns of the New Orleans Christian 
Advocate, and other periodicals of his Church, always writing 
with an unusual grace and dignity. He was gifted with an 
unusual spirit of jovialness, and marked by a quiet humor that 
was almost irresistible in its quaintness and beauty; but he 
was not a practical joker, and there was never the suggestion 
of a sting in his bright and witty remarks. 
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From his youth he occupied an official position in the 
Church, always taught a class in the Sunday School, always 
served on the Board of Stewards, and the preacher himself 
could not have been more constant and regular in his attendance 
upon the ordinances of the Church. To the preacher he w'as a 
source of inspiration and helpfulness, and to the young preacher, 
as this writer well remembers, he was a kindly critic and 
gracious friend. The people of Jackson seemed to realize that 
to them it had been given to witness the closing of a life of 
singular beauty and grace, and the great Galloway Memorial 
Church was thronged with sorrowing friends upon the occasion 
of his funeral. The services were conducted by A. F. Watkins, 
President of Millsaps College, assisted by Rev. C. W. Crisler, 
Pastor of Galloway Memorial Church; Dr. J. B. Hutton, Pastor 
of the Presbyterian Church of Jackson, and Rev. J. M. Morse, 
Presiding Elder of the Jackson District. The interment took 
place in Cedar Lawn Cemetery, at Jackson. As we stood in the 
presence of all that was mortal of our translated friend, we felt 
that we could wish for no man a greater blessing than this: 
“Let me die the death of the righteous, and let my last end be 
like his.” 
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SIXTH DAY. 

McComb, Mississippi, December 9, 1918.

Minutes — The Minutes of the Fourth Day, afternoon, and 
Fifth Day, Memorial, Sessions, were read and approved. 

Absentees — J. F. McClelland and W. D. Davis, a lay dele- 
gate from the Brookhaven District, not having previously an- 
swered to their names, were noted as present. 

Question Eleven — ^‘What traveling preachers are ordained 
Deacons?” was called, and the answer was: None. 

Question Thirteen — ‘‘What local preachers are ordained 
Deacons?” was called, and the answer was: None. 

Question Fifteen — “What traveling preachers are ordained 
Elders ? ’ ’ was called. Bishop Kilgo announced that on Sunday, 
December 8, 1918, at the morning hour in the Centenary Meth- 
odist Church, McComb, Mississippi, assisted by four Elders, 
and according to the Ritual of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, he ordained the following persons to the office of Elder: 
Mounger Favre Adams, Reginald Holloway Clegg, Murdock 
West David, Stuart Calhoun Moody, Martin William Porter, 
Thomas Brantley Winstead, Ernest Hamilton Cooley. 

The Presiding Elder of the Hattiesburg District reported 
that during the year Bishop McMurry had ordained Clinton J. 
Bushey, a local preacher in the Hattiesburg District, to the 
offices of Local Deacon and Local Elder, to enable him to 
undertake the Chaplaincy in the U. S. Army. 

Certificate of Agreement — S. B. Watkins, received as a 
traveling preacher from the Congregational Methodist Church, 
being sick and unable to attend the service for the purpose of 
taking the vows, submitted the following written agreement 
thereto :

President Watkins states that a -large number of students came 
on the opening day to consider the matter of matriculation, and dis- 
appeared within a day or two, going to other institutions, the cause 
being lack of adequate dormitory facilities. The Conference, we are 
sui*e, will co-operate heartily with the Commissioner, and the Presi- 
dent in providing a dormitory. 

It is with sorrow your Board reports the death of three of the • 
professors of the institution, namely; Dr. R. S. Ricketts of the Pre- 
paratory School; Judge A. H. Whitfield, Dean of the L»aw School, 
and Dr. John Marvin Burton, the head of the Department of Romance 
Languages, who died in France as a member of the American Expe- 
ditionary Forces.

The Report of the Board of Church Extension was read 
and received as follows : 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren — This report closes the work of your Board for this 
quadrennium, and we are glad to say that we have made more real 
progress in our ability to help in the building of churches and par- 
sonages than during any preceding quadrennium of the Board. 

We have had more donation funds at our disposal, and by setting 
apart a portion of the receipts for the past eight years, we have built 
up a Conference Loan Fund which now enables us to give substantial 
help to the applications before us. 

This year we have received $695.28 more than in any previous 
year, on the assessments. 

During this quadrennium your Board has aided 45 churches by 
donations in the sum of $4,550.00 and by loans to the amount of 
$3,950.00. We have assisted 16 parsonages by donations to the amount 
of $1,505.00 and one by a loan of $600.00. A total invested in churches 
and parsonages during this quadrennium of $13,189.00. 

The General Board has also aided a number of churches and par- 
sonages within our Conference during this time. 

Conference Board Loan Funds. 

Eight years ago we began building up a Conference Loan Fund. 
Today this fund amounts to $4,305.15. But by being able to turn this 
money over every few years we have granted loans to the amount of 
$4,550.00 during this quadrennium, which is $245.00 more than the 
total fund accumulated during the past eight years.
